their own. Other communities found themselves in 
the position of being the tail of the dog. 

Wilmington, in nearly 200 years of government 
under the present constitution, has had five repre- 
sentatives, as far as this column knoWs ~ and (not a 
part of this discussion) one Senator, 

Capt. John Harnden, in the days after the Re- 
volution, played a significant part in the addition of 
a Bill of Rights to the Constitution of Massachusetts, 
That Bill of Rights wasanexample forthe people who 
drew up the Constitution of the United States, Every 
citizen of every state today owes him, and those who 
worked with him a vote of thanks for the stand they 
took at that time, 

Lemuel Cobb Eames represented Wilmington in 
the mid 1800’s, and in the nineteen hundreds this 
town has been represented by Herbert Buck, Ralph 
Currier and Fred F Cain, 

Five representatives in nearly two centuries, 
Surely no one is going to accuse Wilmington of being 
over-represented! 

Other towns contiguous to Wilmington have been 
in the same situation - viz; Burlington, Billerica, 
Tewksbury, Andover and North Reading, North 
Reading is today a part of a two-man district, All 
agree that there should be no such districts, 

To reduce the size of the Legislature will mean 
that these towns, and dozens more like them in 
Massachusetts - will again go back to the status of 
being the tail, that is being waved by the dog of the 
larger community, ~ 

If anything, the Legislature should be increased 
in size, to give more and better representation to 
the citizens and communities of this Commonwealth,
